As we once again cel¬ 
ebrate June Dairy Month 
and the families that produce 
“nature’s most perfect food”, 
we want to remember an¬ 
other important part of that 
production chain. For over 
70 years, Bracken County 
dairy farms had their milked 
picked up and taken to pro¬ 
cessors by our own local 
haulers. Just like dairy farm¬ 
ers, milk haulers worked 
on holidays, through snow 
storms, early mornings and 
all the other challenges that 
goes with the very demand¬ 
ing business. 

In 1943, Charles Flaugh- 
er and Clark Thomas pur¬ 
chased the can milk route 
from Lester Lenox and start¬ 
ed hauling milk to Cincin¬ 
nati processors. At the time, 
there were 52 bottling plants 
in the Cincinnati area and all 
the milk in Bracken County 
went there. They would pick 
up cans of milk from farms 
that would range from just 1 
or 2 cans all the way up to 22 
cans at the largest farm. The 
milk was going to French 
Bauer Dairy at that time. 
In 1946, Louis Trauth came 
to Bracken County and of¬ 
fered the farmers a 50 cent 
premium for their milk and 
this started a long history of 
Bracken County milk deliv¬ 
ered to Trauth Dairy by the

Flaugher Brothers. 

In or about the year, 
1963, farmers started using 
bulk tanks for on farm stor¬ 
age of the milk, eliminating 
cans. This brought about the 
large tank trucks that would 
haul the milk every other day 
from the farm to the proces¬ 
sor. Flaugher’s had a total 
of 12 trucks hauling up to 
5,000,000 pounds of milk a 
month and over 200 custom¬ 
ers that included surrounding 
counties with a major portion 
of those in Bracken County. 

In 1977, Allen Flaugher, 
purchased the business from 
his bother and Clark Thom¬ 


as. He along with a dedicat¬ 
ed group of drivers contin¬ 
ued service to the producers 
in the area. Some of those 
familiar faces would show 
up every other day at farms 
across the county. Those in¬ 
cluded Alton Elrod with 44 
years of service, Don Osborn 
with 43 years of service, Gra¬ 
ham Galloway with 23 years, 
Lentel “Red” Insko Jr., Jim¬ 
my Buser, Tom Byer, Bobby 
Vanlandingham, Charlie 
Buerkley, and others. 

Allen reported that in the 
early years, they brought ice 
back to farmers to cool the 
cans and even hauled water 


for folks with cisterns. 

In 1991, Tim Dodson, 
Jimmy Buser, and Bobby 
Vanlandingham purchased 
the milk route from Al¬ 
len Flaugher and named it 
Bluegrass Milk Transport. 
They had 90 customers at 
that time. After a short time, 
Bobby sold his share to Tim 
and Jimmy. They ran the 
business for a number of 
years and after Jimmy re¬ 
tired, Tim has continued 
running the routes every day 
for the last 5 years. With 
the decline in the number 
of farms in the area, and the

Last week, there was a 
major announcement regard¬ 
ing funding for Heroin-re¬ 
lated programs by Governor 
Beshear. The announcement 
coincided with the Interim 
Joint Committee on Judi¬ 
ciary, during which Justice 
Cabinet Secretary Michael 
Brown testified how the $10 
million would be distributed. 

During the meeting, I 
raised the point that Northern 
Kentucky was ground zero 
of the heroin epidemic and 
needed funding quickly and 
should be prioritized. Just as 
funds go to a specific area af¬ 
ter a natural disaster to meet 
that need, so should this be 
focused to the areas hardest 
hit. Unfortunately, this is not 
how the funds will be allot¬ 
ted, according to testimony. I 
intend to stay on top of this 
issue and do all I can to make 
sure Northern Kentucky is 
a priority to receive all the 
tools available as we fight 
our way out of the plight of 
heroin addiction. 


In other legislative news, 
June 24th is the date that most 
legislation passed in 2015 
will become effective. The 
constitution requires laws go 
into effect 90 days after ad¬ 
journment of the legislature. 
So, those that were not im¬ 
mediately enacted through 
an emergency clause, 98 in 
total, will go into effect that 
day. 

Our meetings are open 
to the public to attend.

Civil War Ended in 1865 ... 
Bracken County’s Involvement 


With the ending of the 
Civil War commemorations 
and celebrations in 2015, the 
Bracken County Historical 
Society would be remiss if 
it did not honor three former 
residents who contributed 
to this deadly war, either in 
high honor or in death. 

Francis McMillen en¬ 
tered the Union Army in Pi- 
qua, Ohio, and was assigned 
to the 110 th Ohio Infantry. 
He rose to the rank of Ser¬ 
geant before his valiant act 
at Petersburg, Virginia, on 
April 2,1865. McMillen was 
awarded the National Medal 
of Honor on May 10, 1865. 
He was responsible for cap¬ 
turing a Confederate flag and 
returning it to his company. 

McMillen was bom in 
Bracken County in 1832, the 
son of John McMillen and 
Martha Barkley. He is buried 
at Washington Courthouse, 
Ohio. The history of the 
Medal of Honor began dur¬ 
ing the Civil War. 

Another person to be re¬ 
membered is the only Union 
soldier to lose his life during 
the skirmish between Con¬ 
federate soldiers and Union 
troops in Brooksville the day 
after the Battle of Augusta on 
September 27, 1862. 

William S. Carrington 
of Montgomery County had 
joined his home guard and 
was en-route to Fleming 
County where he learned that 
Union forces in Maysville 
were responding to a call for 
help by the citizens of Au¬ 
gusta after their town was 
destroyed by fire on Septem¬ 
ber 27, 1862. 

Carrington was shot in 
Brooksville and was buried 
on the way to Augusta by his 
fellow soldiers. 

He has descendants of 
his Carrington family who

currently live in Bracken 
County. 

The horrid battle of 
Chickamauga, Tennessee, 
was one of the bloodiest 
battles in loss of numbers of 
Union troops killed and cap¬ 
tured. Serving in the Union 
Army at this battle was 
Sergeant William Thomas 
of Willow Grove on Snag 
Creek. Thomas was a young 
recmit of the 89 th Ohio Vol¬ 
unteer Infantry Regiment. 

“Willie” Thomas was 
only 18 when he was cap¬ 
tured on June 7, 1864, and 
sent to the infamous Confed¬ 
erate Andersonville Prison 
in Georgia. He died on July 
4, 1964, and is buried in the 
prison cemetery. His fam¬ 
ily had recently moved to 
Bracken County from Brown 
County, Ohio, and many of 
his family’s descendants re¬ 
main in this county. There 
is a large oil painting of him 
in the veterans’ room at the 
Haley House Museum.

Don’t overlook 
proper eye protection 

Every angler has at one 
time or another forgotten 
something in their rush to 
leave for a fishing trip. 

It’s disheartening when 
that something is sunglass¬ 
es. Squinting and shielding 
your eyes for hours takes 
some of the fun out of the 
experience. 

“More than just the 
damage or discomfort from 
the bright light, you start 
getting eye strain because 
you’re squinting to make 
your pupil even smaller be¬ 
cause your pupil doesn’t get 
small enough naturally,” 
said Dr. Seema Capoor, an 
associate professor of Oph¬ 
thalmology at the University 
of Kentucky. “The squinting 
causes brow ache and ten¬ 
sion headaches. It’s much 
more comfortable and safer 
with sunglasses.” 

However, not all sun¬ 
glasses are created equal. 
The best cut glare and make 
it easier to see into the wa¬ 
ter but also block the sun’s 
harmful rays. 

Amid a sea of brands 
and styles and lens types 
and colors at a wide range 
of prices, it’s easy to be¬ 
come overwhelmed by the 
choices, so stick to some ba¬ 
sic criteria when selecting a 
pair. 

“For something like 
fishing where you’ve got a 
lot of reflection off the sur¬ 
face of the water and you’re 
out in direct sunlight my 
recommendation would be 
to go with more of the wrap¬ 
around style of sunglasses,” 
Capoor said. “Get the good 
UV filter in the lenses and 
polarization. The anti-reflec- 
tive coating or mirror coat¬ 
ing on the outside surface is 
also very helpful.” 

Look for sunglasses that 
block 99 to 100 percent of 
ultraviolet rays. 

Ultraviolet radiation can 
affect different layers of the 
eye and continued exposure 
without protection may lead 
to permanent eye damage. 
Regular use of sunglasses 
can slow down cataract for¬ 
mation and lessen the risks 
of macular degeneration. 
They can also retard the de¬ 


velopment of pterygium, an 
eye condition distinguished 
by a wing-like growth on 
the cornea that can interfere 
with vision and affect any¬ 
one who spends a lot of time 
outdoors, Capoor said. 

“We know it’s associat¬ 
ed with exposure to ultravio¬ 
let light,” she said. “Fisher¬ 
men get it a lot. Farmers get 
it. And closer to the equator 
where people are at higher 
altitudes, they get it. It can 
start out young and then the 
continued exposure without 
protection can make it prog¬ 
ress and get worse. It can re¬ 
quire surgical intervention.” 

Children and people with 
light-colored eyes should be 
particularly mindful about 
wearing sunglasses. 

“Times have changed 
and there’s more penetration 
of ultraviolet light from the 
atmosphere than there was 
30 years ago,” Capoor said. 
“It is advisable for children, 
especially blue-eyed or light¬ 
eyed children, to be wearing 
protective sunglasses now.” 

Composite lenses made 
from impact-resistant poly¬ 
carbonate material are light¬ 
er than glass and ideal for 
anglers. 

Polycarbonate also is 
the preferred lens material 
for shooting glasses. Protec¬ 
tive eye wear is required at 
all shooting ranges on Wild¬ 
life Management Areas in 
Kentucky. 

“Things can hap¬ 
pen when you’re shooting 
guns,” said Mark Marracci- 
ni, spokesman for the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resources and 


an experienced trap shooter. 
“A lot of your automatics, 
whenever the shell is ejected 
and it comes flying back, 
little hot flecks of burning 
powder may come out with 
it. They’ll get in the cor¬ 
ner of your eye and they’re 
painful. Plus, a lot of times, 
other people on ranges are 
shooting and there’s the off 
chance that you can get rico¬ 
chets and deflections or piec¬ 
es of shot. On pistol ranges, 
bullets shatter when they hit 
steel silhouettes and you can 
get sprayed that way. 

“It’s important to re¬ 
member that there’s a real 
serious explosion at really 
high pressure that’s hap¬ 
pening about three inches 
in front of your face. When 
you put it that way, shooting 
glasses are extremely im¬ 
portant.” 

On the water, polarized 
lenses are highly recom¬ 
mended for anglers because 
they sharpen vision by re¬ 
ducing glare from the sun’s 
reflection. 

Darker lenses don’t 
necessarily block more UV 
rays although they may be 
preferred by people who are 
extremely sensitive to light. 
The environmental condi¬ 
tions can dictate the right 
lens color. 

Gray, brown and green 
tints are best at providing 
maximum contrast while 
maintaining clarity and of¬ 
fering the most sun protec¬ 
tion, Capoor said. 

Most anglers prefer 
grey, green or amber colored 
lenses. 

Gray is a good all-pur¬ 
pose lens tint that cuts down 
on extremely bright condi¬ 
tions and won’t distort col¬ 
ors. Green also limits color 
distortion, reduces glare and 
improves contrast in bright 
sun. Brown and amber are 
versatile tints that cut glare 
and filter out blue light, in¬ 
creasing contrast and sharp¬ 
ness, especially on cloudy 
days. 

Yellow reduces glare

The Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment for Public Health 
(DPH) encourages Kentuck¬ 
ians to stay active this sum¬ 
mer, better connect with 
friends and neighbors and 
improve health and fitness 
levels by adopting a regular 
walking schedule. 

“With the warmer tem¬ 
peratures, summer is the per¬ 
fect time to renew your com¬ 
mitment to get outdoors and 
take a walk,” said Dr. Steph¬ 
anie Mayfield, DPH commis¬ 
sioner. “We all know walking 
is healthy, but it’s also fun, 
relaxing, and a great way to 
connect with others. You can 
invite a friend or loved one 
out for a nightly walk after 
dinner, take care of week¬ 
end errands on foot, or invite 
neighbors or co-workers to 
start a regular walking group. 
The more you walk, the more 
you’ll connect and be part of 
building a stronger, healthier 
community.” 

Increased walking and 
other forms of physical activ¬ 
ity are important pieces of the 
objectives identified in Gov¬ 
ernor Steve Beshear’s ky- 
healthnow initiative, a state¬ 
wide effort to improve the 
health of Kentuckians, ky- 
healthnow sets multiple long¬ 
term goals to be achieved by 
2019, including reducing the 
prevalence of obesity by 10 
percent. Presently, the Com¬ 
monwealth ranks 42nd in 
obesity and 46th in physical 
inactivity. Meanwhile, 31.3 
percent of adults in Kentucky 
are obese. 

“Obesity is linked to 
multiple chronic conditions, 
including diabetes, heart dis¬ 
ease and stroke - and is one 
of the major chronic condi¬ 
tions affecting the health of 
Kentuckians,” said Elaine 
Russell, obesity prevention 
program coordinator. “Reg¬ 
ular walking could greatly 
reduce our state’s obesity 
burden. That’s why we have 
been involved in numerous 


projects specifically designed 
to help communities increase 
access to exercise and fitness 
opportunities.” 

In recent months, DPH 
and its partners have been 
working on initiatives that 
address community policy 
and programs that increase 
access to physical activity. 
The DPH Obesity Prevention 
Program and the Partnership 
for a Fit Kentucky have cre¬ 
ated a guide for obesity pre¬ 
vention and health policy 
for Kentucky communities, 
which can be viewed at http:// 
www. fitky. org / wp-content/ 
uploads/sites/2/2015/04/PA- 
Vision-Slidedoc.pdf. 

DPH also has been se¬ 
lected to receive support 
from America Walks (www. 
americawalks. org). Ken¬ 

tucky is one of four states 
that will receive technical as¬ 
sistance from America Walks 
to help enhance the health 
and transportation collabo¬ 
ration around walking and 
walkable community design, 
such as complete streets, 
lower traffic speeds, livable 
communities and economic 
benefits. America Walks will 
facilitate a workshop later 
this summer with key lead¬ 
ership from the DPH, Ken¬ 
tucky Transportation Cabi¬ 
net, Kentucky Department of 
Travel and Tourism and other 
stakeholders. The workshop 
will focus on strategies the 
agencies can work on jointly 
to advance suitable policies 
and practices that promote 
walking and walkability. 

“We’re also working di¬ 
rectly with communities and 
funding projects through a 
public health grant program 
to help cities and towns 
across Kentucky develop pe¬ 
destrian plans,” said Russell. 

Russell said the grants 
are a part of the DPH Healthy 
Communities Program, 
which selected 11 communi¬ 
ties to receive funding to be¬ 
gin working on a pedestrian 


plan. Grantees and partners 
recently attended a training 
led by Kentucky Transpor¬ 
tation Cabinet and DPH to 
learn how to plan for more 
walkable communities. In 
addition to the initial fund¬ 
ing, technical assistance will 
be provided to grantees as 
they work toward develop¬ 
ing a pedestrian plan for their 
communities. 

“We’re very excited 
about recent developments 
in obesity prevention and 
increasing physical activ¬ 
ity in the Commonwealth,” 
said Russell. “We hope ev¬ 
eryone will not only become 
more physically active, but 
take some time to learn more 
about our vision and sup¬ 
port our communities in their 
work to become more active, 
healthier places to live, work 
and play.” 

Public health officials 
also emphasize the impor¬ 
tance of safety measures 
while engaging in walking 
and other outdoor activities 
this summer. Here are some 
basic guidelines to avoid ill¬ 
ness and injury; 

• Apply sunscreen with 
an SPF of at least 15. 

• Take frequent water 
breaks. 

• Wear appropriate cloth¬ 
ing that won’t cause you to 
overheat. 

“Everyone can benefit 
from being active and enjoy 
better lifelong health - but we 
have to be mindful of safety 
and prevention at all times as 
well,” said Mayfield.

There are nine recycling 
trailers in Bracken County 
and we monitor them closely 
but unfortunately, some¬ 
times three or more become 
filled at once, especially over 
weekends. Due to time re¬ 
strictions at the Recycling 
Center and the number of 
trailers that they receive in a 
day, generally speaking, we 
can only empty two trailers 
daily, three if we get lucky! 
So that means that your fa¬ 
vorite trailer may be filled, 
but due to circumstances 
mentioned, we can’t empty it 
immediately. We appreciate 
everyone’s patience and un¬ 
derstanding of this situation 
and please know that all trail¬ 
ers are constantly checked. 
If possible, when we can’t 
empty one immediately, we 
remove some of its contents 
to another trailer that we are 
hauling to allow some space. 

Milford’s trailer also 
contained cans, bottles, melt¬ 
ed plastic bits and ashes from 
a bum barrel! What a mess 
and what a tragedy! Some¬ 
one is releasing toxins and 
dioxins into the atmosphere, 
contaminating not only the 
air we breathe, but the food 
we eat!

Sheriff’s Office 
announces Vacation 
Hotel Scam Alert 

The Bracken County 
Sheriff’s Office would like 
to alert citizens to a scam in¬ 
volving hotels. This is one 
of the best (worst) scams 
they’ve heard about in a long 
time. You arrive at your ho¬ 
tel and check in at the front 
desk. Typically when check¬ 
ing in, you give the front 
desk your credit card (for 
any charges to your room). 
You go to your room and set¬ 
tle in, all is well. The hotel 
receives a call and the call¬ 
er asks for (as an example) 
room 620 - which happens 
to be your room. The phone 
rings in your room. You an¬ 
swer and the person on the 
other end says the following: 
This is the front desk. When 
checking in, we came across 
a problem with your charge 
card information. Please 
re-read me your credit card 
number and verify the last 3 
digits numbers at the reverse 
side of your charge card.’ 

Not thinking anything 
wrong, since the call seems 
to come from the front desk 
you oblige. But actually, it 
is a scam by someone calling 
from outside the hotel. They 
have asked for a random room 
number, then ask you for 
your credit card and address 
information. They sound so 
professional, that you think 
you are talking to the front 
desk. If you ever encounter 
this scenario on your travels, 
tell the caller that you will 
be down to the front desk 
to clear up any problems. 
Then, go to the front desk or 
call directly and ask if there 
was a problem. If there was 
none, inform the manager of 
the hotel that someone tried 
to scam you of your credit 
card information, acting like 
a front desk employee. 

ANYONE traveling 
should be aware of this one, 
a lot of families are vacation 
traveling. Be Safe!!

Continued from Front Page 
distance between pickups has 
greatly increased, the hauling 
has become more difficult to 
continue. Tim indicated that 
one route has a pickup in 
Maysville area with the next 
stop in Campbell County, 
which is followed by a stop 
in Harrison County. These 
great distances along with 
trips to Winchester or Lon¬ 
don KY for delivery make for 
long days and low profits. 

Both Allen and Tim visit¬ 
ed with me to reminisce about 
the history of their business 
and some of the challenges 
they had to deal with. The 
winter weather was always 
a problem as the milk trucks 
would be out often before 
the roads were plowed or if 
they got plowed at all. Al¬ 
len said that in the winter of 
1977 - 1978, they worked 24 
hours a day to get the milk 
picked up. He said the drifts 
were up to the mirrors of the 
trucks and they ran most of 
the routes with chains on the 
trucks. He said one night 
after making a delivery at 
Trauth’s, he was stopped by 
a cop because he was driving 
in the median of the road as it 
was not cleared so he did not 
tear up his chains. The cop 
let him go. He said during 
that stretch of bad weather, 
they only lost about 1200 lbs. 
of milk that they could not 
get to in time. Tim talked 
about many farms that were 
located in remote areas with 
very challenging rural roads 
that often became danger¬ 
ous in the winter. He said 
that he often had to get out in 
the snow to put chains on to 
get to those farms during bad 
weather or even move and 
cut trees during ice storms. 
I remember in 1968, they 
filled the truck with buckets 
due to the loss of electric fol¬ 


lowing the tornado. Still, 
they continued each day to 
pick up the milk and get it to 
the processor. 

Allen remembered a pe¬ 
riod of time that was very 
difficult for his brother and 
many farmers in the county, 
when NFO members wanted 
to boycott, due to low milk 
prices and asked all farm¬ 
ers to dump their milk down 
the drain. Not all farmers 
agreed with this practice and 
the Flaugher’s were asked to 
stop hauling. They continued 
to haul for those producers 
that chose to sell their milk 
as this was their livelihood 
and could not afford the loss 


of their income. 

Even with the weather 
and other challenges of their 
business, both Allen and Tim 
agreed that they greatly ap¬ 
preciated the farmers they 
worked with and enjoyed all 
their years hauling milk. 

After 26 years in the 
business, Tim has sold the 
milk route to a hauler from 
Fleming County ending a 
long history of local service 
to the dairy farmers. For all 
the years of service to the 
many families with a dairy 
heritage, we want to thank 
all the haulers and their dedi¬ 
cation to the dairy farms of 
Bracken County.

UK gets record payout from 
SEC, then hikes ticket 
prices for basketball fans 

Top story for University of 
Kentucky basketball fans this 
week involves 10 players get¬ 
ting rich on Thursday night, 
right? Karl Anthony Townes 
down to second round surprises, 
we’re familiar with the names 
already. 

It is not the top story. 

That would be elephant-in- 
the-room linkage between the 
following ... 

A Southeastern Confer¬ 
ence mid-June report boasting 
unparallel prosperity and pay¬ 
out to 14 schools. Along with 
an encyclical last Friday from 
University of Kentucky’s Board 
of Trustees. To Big Blue Nation 
basketball fans. Essentially, “if 
you want to continue watching 
the Wildcats D-League affiliate 
play in Rupp Arena, it’s going 
to cost you more.” 

• First, the $EC headline: 
14 Southeastern Conference 
schools will receive a record 
payout of $31.2 million this 
year. “An amazing take of 
$455.8 million last season,” the 
report said, “the 14 conference 
universities are topping last 
year’s $20.9 million payout, in¬ 
creasing the take over $10 per 
school for 2015.” 

• Closer to home, June 19, a 
UK news release said its Board 
of Trustees had rubber stamped 
an annual athletic department 
budget of $123 million, $15 
million more than last year. 

A what? 

“... to help offset a larger 
athletic budget, ticket prices to 
men’s basketball games will 
rise,” it said. 

By 13 to 21 per cent, a hike 
for season tickets. $950 for up¬ 
per-level individual tickets from 
$840 last year. Lower arena 
tickets increase to $1,140 from 
$945. 

“Game ticket sales will 
generate $2.5 million for the 
university, the report said. 

And, (pssst!) the budget 


includes pay increases for the 
head coach and assistants. 

Pausing a moment for a 
mind boggle and head scratch, 
take a deep breath and look for 
numerical clarity ... 

• From the SEC surplus, 
UK receives $31.2 million, $10 
million more than last year. 
UK’s board of trustees, with a 
$15 million budget increase, 
has a $15.2 million surplus and 
still its members had the audac¬ 
ity to squeeze fans at a 13 to 21 
per cent ticket price hike. 

What’s wrong with this 
picture? Nothing. Supply and 
demand. Just business. 

Addition by subtraction: 
Next step in eliminating fans 
unable or unwilling to pay more 
making available more tickets 
to those willing to pay and able 
to “get onto the priority list” to 
pay rights fee to purchase tick¬ 
ets in future. 

Those who cannot or won’t 
pay the price? “Step out of line, 
please, someone behind you is 
waiting.” 

Added to the charade (and 
a reminder to PR spin doctors 
at UK to spread out the timing 
on news releases), UK’s Mitch 
Barnhart was honored last week 
by Under Armour as Athletics 
Directors of the Year along with 
Chris Del Conte (TCU), Warde 
Manuel (UConn) and Ian Mc- 
Caw (Baylor). 

On cue, UK president Eli 
Capilouto extolled the virtues 
of his co-CEO other-side-of- 
Euclid Avenue “for steady and 
successful leadership of Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky athletics 
program.” 

Really? 

• What successful busi¬ 
ness model rewards one whose 
budget requires a $15 million 
increase despite a $31.2 million 
windfall? 

• Beyond brag about ‘team 
GPA’ where is public account¬ 
ing for student progress toward 
degrees and graduation rates in 
men’s basketball? 

• With University of North 
Carolina’s outlandish paper 


class fraud gone on for more 
than a dozen years as fair warn¬ 
ing, where is a public account¬ 
ability from a public university 
on what courses being selected 
by or for athletes and progress 
as students at a place of higher 
learning? 

• On another track, up¬ 
grades to Commonwealth sta¬ 
dium are amply reported, and 
still a spring survey said UK’s 
stadium ranks 13th of 14 in the 
SEC. What impact on recruit¬ 
ing? 

• And now, 13 to 21 per 
cent ticket price hikes for bas¬ 
ketball fans. History tells us 
football fans are one winning 
season over the horizon from a 
ticket price jump. 

Big sports story in Ken¬ 
tucky this week? NBA Draft, 
right? University of Kentucky 
and media herd would have you 
think so. 

Not. 

NBA DRAFT BUZZ 

While HHH (hazy, hot and 
humid) takes command of sum¬ 
mertime and Kansas City base¬ 
ball fans are stuffing baseball’s 
All-Star game ballot box, head¬ 
lines in ball sports still gravitate 
to the large one, basketball. 

This week: Last rumors 
from NBA mock draft experts 
as they move from examining 
vertical jumps and foot speed 
and wade into trade rumors 
coupled to destinations for col¬ 
lege players. 

Most intriguing maybe one 
involving Willie Cauley Stein 
and Devin Booker. 

The Boston Celtics want 
Cauley-Stein, but the ex-UK 
big man is projected to go at 
number five to Orlando. Last 
week by way of logic that defies 
most of us, ESPN’s Chad Ford 
said the Celtics were trying to 
create a trade partnership with 
Charlotte with hopes Cauley- 
Stein might still be on the board 
at number nine.

Due to 
the recent weather patterns 
with wind currents coming 
out of the south, Kentucky 
tobacco is at risk for infec¬ 
tion. Southeast Kentucky is 
under heightened alert and 
producers are encouraged 
to apply preventative fun¬ 
gicides to their crops right 
away. Central and Northern 
Kentucky counties should be 
actively scouting fields and 
are encouraged to apply pre¬ 
ventative fungicides to their 
crops. 

Any leftover plants still 
in float beds or greenhouses 
should be destroyed as soon 
as you know they will not be 
needed. These situations are 
the most at risk for infection. 
If plants are still to be set, ap¬ 
ply Manzate Pro-Stick before 
removing them from the float 
beds so they are protected go-

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Don’t Delay Your 
Calving Season 

By David Appelman, CEA

For many beef farmers, 
late February and early March 
this year was extremely dif¬ 
ficult due to the abnormally 
cold temperatures and the 
deep snow. Many produc¬ 
ers experienced high death 
losses in their calves due to 
the extreme conditions dur¬ 
ing the calving season. For 
this reason, some folks may 
be considering to delay the 
breeding season to avoid 
those early March calves. 
This would be a huge mis¬ 
take because of a number of 
factors that go into managing 
our spring calving herds. 

Here are a few of the 
reasons not to delay breeding 
your cow herd: 

Summer heat is one of 
the most important factors 
to avoid. Conception rate 
goes down drastically for 
cattle when they are under 
heat stress. Pregnancy rates 
can be as low as 30% once 
cows are under heat stress. 
This can occur as early as 
mid June and definitely in 
July and August. Most of 
the time, we worry about the 
cows, but the fertility of bull 
also drops dramatically in 
the summer. 

Fescue is our main for¬ 
age source here in Bracken 
County and across all of KY. 
The majority of the fescue 
is infected with Endophyte 
that is toxic and detrimental 
to cattle. The endophyte 
fungus produces Ergovaline 
which constricts the blood 
vessels and the blood flow 
to the extremities of the an¬ 
imal’s body. For this reason, 
cows cannot cool off and 
their temperature increases. 
Some cattle will have tem¬ 
peratures as high as 108 de¬ 
grees. Animals will not con¬ 
ceive with conditions like 
this. To reduce the effects 
of fescue toxicosis, avoid 
grazing pure fescue pastures,

lor, 3. to the dairy plant - milk 
is pasteurized for you health, 
4. to you! - as milk is deliv¬ 
ered to many places; home, 
school, work, and restaurants. 
She also shared some fun 
dairy facts and cow jokes and 
was “assisted” by “Miss Mol- 
lie Moo”. 

Refreshments of vanilla 
ice cream cups, chocolate 
chip cookies, and bottled wa¬ 


ter were served. 

Each of the youth re¬ 
ceived a dairy bag compli¬ 
ments of Southeast United 
Dairy Industry, Inc. (SU- 
DIA), Dairy Farmers of 
America, and Moneyhon 
Registered Jerseys Dairy 
Farm. 

This group was left with 
a better appreciation for the 
Dairy Farmer who works 
very hard, twice-a-day, sev¬ 
en days a week to produce 
the most nutritious milk and 
dairy products possible. 


keep pastures clipped to re¬ 
duce the seed heads, and do 
not graze below 4 inches. 
The lower part of the plant is 
the most toxic. 

Calves born later in the 
spring will weigh less at 
market time than calves born 
early. Your goal is to raise as 
many pounds of calves to sell 
as possible. Calves born late 
April or May can weigh 100- 
200 pounds less that calves 
bom in March. 

Even though it is a chal¬ 
lenge to deal with unpredict¬ 
able weather in early March, 
planning for those condi¬ 
tions is better than trying to 
avoid them. Shelter, bed¬ 
ding, colostmm, and good 
nutrition can go a long way 
to a healthy, productive calf 
crop.
